BY OVERWHELMING VOTE 


HOUSE SNUBS ROOSEVELT) 


Without Party Distinction Op- 
erations of Secret Service 
Detectives Are Restricted to 
the Treasury (Department. 
Scathing Denunciation of 
President Roosevelt. 


Washington, February 25.—By an over- 
whelming vote, and without party dis- 
tinctions, the house of representatives to- 
day sustained the committee on appro- 
priations in again reperting a provision 
in the sundry civil appropriation btil, re- 
stricting the operations of the secret 
service detectives to the treasury de- 


partment. 

The president was scathingly de- 
mounced by Mr. Cook, republican, of Col- 
orado, while Mr. Smith, republican, of 
fowa, a member of the apropriations 
committee, and one of those named by 
the president in his message of January 


4 last as being responsible for the se- 
eret service limitation, seemingly em- 
ployed all the invective at his*command 
in an attaek on that service. 

Styles Them Worthless. 

He compared the secret service detec- 
tives with “common  lHars,’’ declared 
them to be worthless, and pointed to the 
aseas,.'ination of President McKinley a8 
a sample of the watchfulness and ca- 
pacity of those mén, one of whom, he 
gaid, atood at the president's side when 
he was shot down and failed to observe 
the approach of the asssasin, with his 
supposedly bandaged hand in full view. 
He further said that the secret sé€fvice 
man did not capture the murderer, but 
it took a man with a black skin to do 80. 

Consideration of the sundry civil bill 
was continued into tr night. 

The conference report on the postoffice 
appropriation bill was agreed to dur- 
ing the day, and the naval bill was sent 
back for further conference. 

The secret service discussion arose 
over an amendment by Mr. Bennet, of 
New York, striking out the provision 
limiting the field of operations of the 
secret service. <A similar paragraph in 
the last appropriation bill is what gave 
rise to the president’s strictures upon 
members of congress. 

Common Liars Wuanted. 

Mr. Bennet engaged in a general de- 
fense of e secret service detectives. 
His remar were listened to intently 
by Mr. Smi-h, who, at their conclusion, 
sepoke of the numerous special agents, 
postoffice inspectors and others, “every 
one of whom,” he said, “is of a higher 
a@nd nobler type than the membere of 
the so-called secret service."’ He vehe- 
mently declared, in speaking of the se- 
cret service, that it was a matter ot 
common knowledge as that one of the 
requisites of a detective was ttat he 
should be a ‘‘commow’ lar. 

The secret service agents, he said, were 
not so high and lofty that they should be 
the subject of admiration among a free 
people. Many of them, he said, ‘‘work for 
$3 a day in hunting down land frauds,” 
when there ts not a considerable number 
of them that know a legal from an il- 
legal entry. 

Respectable men, he said, with mani- 
fest sarcasm, would take places as post- 
office inspectors and special agents of 
the interior department, even though oc-

He and His Adjutant General 
‘Will Appear for the De-

‘Nashville, Tenn., February 25.—After 
nearly two days under one of the most 
searching cross-examinations ever heard 
in a Tennessee court, Colonel Duncan 
B. Cooper was surrendered to his own 
counsel tonight by the state. Tomorrow 
the case against the Coopers and John 
D. Sharp for the slaying of former Sen- 
ator E. W. Carmack will be resumed 
with the aged defendant still upon the 
stand. His counsel have decided upon 
a redirect examination, promising to be 
brief. Whether the state will cross-ex- 
amine again and, if so, how long it will 
last, will depend, of course, upon what 
Colonel Cooper’s own counsel bring out 
tumorrow. : 
wovernor Patterson to Testify. 

Immediately after Colonel Cooper is 
finally dismissed from the stane, Gov- 
ernor Patterson and his adjutant gen- 
eral, Colonel Tully Brown, will be called 
to tell what part they played in this 
political tragedy. Colonel Brown was 
in James Bradford's office at the con- 
ference, which began at 3 p. m. the day 
of the murder and closed only twenty 
minutes before the killing. Just as the 
conference closed, Governor Patterson 
telephoned for Colonel Cooper. It is 
the defense’s theory that while going 
to the governor’s mansion the Coopers 
met Senator Carmack and that the kill- 
ing resulted. 

The cross-examination of Colonel Coop- 
er is easily the most striking feature of 
the trial thus far. The colonel is 65 
years old, but well preserved. He has 
the reputation of being high-spirited 
and easily moved to anger. It was com- 
mon rumor that he took the stand 
against the advice of his counsel. How- 
ever, in Tennessee the defendant who 
does not take the stand is looked upon 
with suspicion. Nevertheless, all efforts 
of the state to confittse the witness on 
the subject matter of his direct exami- 
mation failed. He stuck to his story, 
never faltered, never hesitated. 

State Did Some Execution. 

The prosecution did some execution in 
its efforts to show that Colonel Cooper, 
as clerk and master in chancery, was 
short $100,000 and that a legislative in- 
vestigating committee charged that a 
defaulting state treasurer used nearly 
$100,000 of the state’s funds in promot- 
ing a Mexican silver mine and a Walnut 
Log company which Colonel Cooper man- 
aged. The witness insisted, however, 
that every dollar of the chancery short- 
age was due to a faulty office system, 
and had been repaid, and that he did not 
know that the state treasurer, M. T. 
Polk, was using the state’s funds in the 


investments.

A resolution bearing the unanimous 
approval of the committee on electric 
lights, telegraphs and telephones, will 
go to the general council next Monday 
afternoon, granting a franchise to the 
Piedmont Power Company, a $3,000,000 
concern, which will furnish Atlante with 
electric power. 

The company is backed by ample capt- 
tal, and its stockholders and board of 
directors. {include some of the leading 
financiers and capitalists of the city. 

The company has a fine plant on the 
Tugalo river, in Habersham county, 
Georgia, and will be able to furnish to 
Atlanta !8,000-horse power, and at rates 
that will be of great benefit to all classes 
of manvfactories. 

What It Means for Atlanta. 

This will give Atlanta additional fa- 
cHities for cheap manufacturmg power, 
and will not only prove advantageous 
to Atlanta manufecturers, but wil! 
doubtless be the means of inducing 
more factories to locate in the city. 

The epplication for a franchise came 
up before the council committee yester- 
day afternoon at 4 o'clock, and the 
company was represented by Louis B. 
Magid, of Tallulah Lodge, Ga.: Attorney 
va Howell, Jr., and other directors. 

Phe committee was so favorably. im- 
pressed with the company’s plan for 
furnishing Atlanta with electric power 
that it voted unanimously to make a 
favorable report on the application to 
council.

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THIRTY WOMEN 
SENT TD PRISON 


For Asking Great Britain 
. for Right to Vote. 


Women Are .of High Social 
Standing—They Must Wear 
the Prison Garb, and They 
Will Not Be Allowed to Talk | 
With One Another. 


London, February 25.—Refusing to. 
@ive security for their future good be- 
hevior, the women suffragists who were 
errested last night while attempting to 
reech Premier Asquith, to present to him 
a petition in the interests of the cause, 
were today sentenced to imprisonment. 
Most of the terms were for one month. 
Exceptions were made in the cases of 
Mrs. Pethick Lawrence and Miss Law- 
less, who, having previous convictions 
against them, were sentenced to two 
months’ imprisonment. Lady Constance 
Lytton, sieter of Lord Lytton and daugh- 
ter of the former viceroy of India, warn? 
ed friends that if they secured her re- 
lease by providing security, she woujd 
repeat her offense. 

Thirty Women Sentenced. 

Sentences were imposed upon about 
thirty women, inchiding, in addition to 
the foregoing, Mise Stratford Dugdale, 
daughter of Commander Dugdale and 
cousin of the Hon. William R. Wheel, 
who was elected Tuesday in a bye-elec- 
tion as @ member of the heuse of com- 
mons for Taunton; Miss Salamon, 
‘daughter of the ex-premier of Cape 
Colony, and Mrs. Catherine EMzabeth 
Corbett, an aristocratic supporter of the 
movement. <All these women are of high 
social standing. 

Mrs. Lawrence made a brief address on 
behalf of her fellow victims. She asked 
the magistrate to note that the arrest- 
ed women did not belong to the disor- 
derly or law-breaking classes, but were 
women of honorable reputation, and that 
many of them had done service for the 
welfare of the community. They would 
not consent to be bound over to keep the 
Peace, Mrs. Lawrence declared, and 
she claimed they were entitled to treat- 
ment as political prisoners. 

Hew They Took Punishment, 

Most of the women sentenced took 
their punishment in dignified silence. 
One asked not to be given the insulting 
alternative of being beund over, because 
that would be, she said, ‘simply sug- 
gesting that I am a coward, not a woman 
at all.” 

All of the women were committed to 
the “second division,’’ which, in the case 
of the present batch of prisoners, who 
belong mostly to the educated classes, 
entails drastic changes in food and 
methods of living. Ttiey all will be 
garbed in the rough and uncouth ready- 
made prison garments,, spotted with a 
broad arrow, and their food wil! be the 
Ordinary prison fare of thin porridge, 
Watery cocoa and &@ small allowance of 
meat and potatoe® once a day. They will 
not be allowed to communicate with 
each other, and they will be obliged to 
exercise in simgle file in the prison court 
yard. In epite of this far from albur- 
ing prospect, all the women went off 
to their uninviting captivity giving out- 
wardly signs of the utmost cheerfulness.

Marvelous Results Have Been 
Obtained by Farmers From 
the Rich Soil of the County. 
Railways Traverse’ Whole 
County. 


By Eugene Ray. ‘ 

Nashville, Ga, February 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—One-half of the world does not 
know how the other half lives. One- 
half of Georgia does not know how the 
other half lives. But the other half 
does live; south Georgia is the other 
half.. And it is very dffferent. Trav- 
eling down here, one hag to stop and 
inquire if he ts, in fact, in Georgia. 
I have just taken a drive out into the 
country, and I noticed how different 
it is. Thé roads are straight and 
level. On all sides there are the pine 
forests. The soil is rather sandy, with 
not a rock anywhere. 

This is Berrien county, and it is in 
south .Georgia—not in southeast or 
southwest Georgia—it ig south Georgia 
proper. Between Berrien and Florida 
there is but one county—Lowndes. 

Berrien is one of the best counties 
in south Georgia, or in the state. It 
is not as’large in area as several oth- 
ers, but it has progressed rapidly the 
last few years. There are 3,700 regis- 
tered: voters in’ the county, and it is 
now entitled to two representatives in 
the legislature. 

The county hag eight good towns, 
with nine banks. Fulton and one 
other county are probably the. only 
countiés in the state that have more 
banks than Berrien. The county has 
fourteen R. F. D. routes, which fact 
shows that there are some people in 
thetcountry. 

Railroad, in County. 

The Georgia and Florida railroad, the 
new system of railway that is doing so 
much for south Georgia, runs acress 
the entire county, from north to sout., 
and has a branch line from Nashville, 
the county séat, to Sparks.and Adel, 
on the Georgia Southern and Florida, 
the latter touching the western part 
of the county. The Atlantic Coast Line 
crosses the northern part of the county. 

With all its people, I believe it is 
true, as the people say, that less than 
20 per cent of the county’s territory is 
in cultivation. And it has fine farms. 
As in other south Georgia counties, tie 
farming business has hardly begun. 
The land here is divided into lots of 
490 acres each, and there are hundreds 
of lots that have been touched only by 
the saw-mill man. The section is talk- 
ed about now because only a few years 
ago these piney woods were thought 
of and spoken of only as the section 
where we got lumber with which -to 
build our;:houses. Now it is said that 
the farmer makes his living more 
easily than any oth?r working man 
anywhere, 

Sea Island Cotton Grown. 

In the year 1907 W. H. Watson made 
on five acres here in Berrien county 
four bales of Sea island cotton, or 1.750 
pounds, which ne sold for 33 cents a 
pound the same year. W. J. Collins,

J. B. Wills, a farmer whom I acci- 
dentally met today in Nashville, told 
me he made, last year, eighteen bales 
of cotton on twenty acres; !,300 bushels 
of corn on thirty-three acres, and 560 
bushels of oats on sixteen acres. He 
killed sixty-five hogs, or will have 
killed that many by March 15. 

Mr. Wills did not feéd his hogs. Be- 
tween his corn rows he planted rows 
of peanuts, and, when he laid by his 
corn, he sowed the field in peas. After 
gathering the corn, he turned his hogs 
into the field and they gathered the 
fpéanuts and peas, and got fat, ready 
for market. 

He hag three acres in potatoes. After 
digging as many of his potatoes as he 
thought he and his family would eat, 
he turned the patch over to his hogs. 

It may be said that there are other 
farmers in Berrien county who do not do 
so well. No doubt; yet there are others 
who do better.

What One Man Hag Done. 

I did, this afternoon, drive out to the 
home and farm of Charles M. Ray, 
seven miles from Nashville. I had 
heard that he, about a year and a half 
ago, moved here from Tattnall county, 
and bought a lot of land, 490 acres, and 
Rad made a good crop last year, his 
first down ‘here and tie first planted 
on his land. I did not know Mr. Ray, 
had not heard of him before, but, some- 
how, I liked the name and had an idea 
that he is a man who works. 

When Mr. Ray bought his lot of land, 
there was not a house on &k or a rail or 
plank or a mule; it was all jyst out 
there in the pines. He paid $2,900 for 
the lot of 490 acres, about $6 an acre. 
He put a house on it, and last winter, 
with his wife and children, he moved io 
ét. Most of his children @re little ones. 
He went to work and made him one 
field of twelve acres out there in the 
pines. He planted that field in Sea Is- 
land cotton, and made seven and a half 
bales. .Piguring it worth twice as much 
as ordinary ootton, it will be seen that 
his crop on twelve acres was equa! to 
fifteen bales of the “short” cotton. He 
rented from his neighbors land on which 
te make his other crops. 

Thi: vear he calculates to make thirty 
bales of the Sea Island cotton. Lie has 
a field now of one hundred acres, -and 
will, in time, have a field of over three 
hundred acres. He has a man hired to 
Help him this vear. Mr. Ray is delight- 
ed in his new home—delighted with his 
nefghbors, who, he says, are the best 
folks he ever lived amongst—and de- 
ligted with his prospects on his new 
farm., He says it is a “sin’’ for so 
much good land to “lay out,” 
is of this here. Right there in his new 
field, this afternoon, I saw a.,young man 
riding his “cuteway”’ plow, which was 
drawn by two mules: The young man 
lighted >with his prospects on his new 
ground,” just as the farmer does on the 
prairies of Texas. Mr. Ray's farm. is 
right near the Georgia and Florida 
railroad, less than three miles from a4 
station.

Commissioner Smith says: 


“In the tobacco combination are the 
American Tobacco Company and its 
three great subsidiary combinations, 
the American Snuff Company, the 
American Cigar Company, and the 
British-American Company, besides 
eighty-two other subsidiary concerns 
doing business in the United States, 
Porto Ricoand Cuba. The combination 
represents a total net capitalization of 
over $316,000,000. A very small group 
of ten stockholders controls 60 per cent 
of the outstanding voting stock of the 
American Tobacco Company, through 
which company the entire combination 
is controlled,”’ 


Astonishing Figures. 

of the subsidiary companies 
controlled, “including over twentv 
hitherto secretly controlled: so-called 
‘bogus independent concerns,’ ”’ {s given 
in the report. It is shown, also, that 
the combination is practically the only 
important exporter of tobacco manu- 
factures from this country. Astonish- 
ing figures are given in respect to the 
development of the combination. In 
1891 it controlled 89 per cent of the bus- 
iness of cigarette manufacture, and this 
proportion practically is maintained 
today. In cigars its output increased 
from 4 per cent of the business in 1897, 
to 14 7-10 per cent in 1906; while in 
manufactured tobacco (chewing, smok- 
ing, fine cut and snuff) “‘the combina- 
tion’s output increased from 7 per cent 
of the total in 1891, to 77 per cBit in 
1906. Finally, in 1906, the combination 
controlled of these separate products, 
respectively, plug, 82 per cent; smok- 
ing, 7! per cent; fine cut, 81 per cent, 
and snuff. 96 per cent.’ In the year 
1806 the combination used in the man- 
ufacture of ‘its various products nearly 
300,000,000 pounds of leaf tobacco. 

How Plants Were Absorbed 


“An idea of the absorption of com- 
peting Pplants,”” says Commissioner 
Smith, “and of the changes through 
combinationgwithin the last decade 
| may be had from the fact that in 1897 
the combination had ten plants, each 
producing over 50,000 pounds of man- 
ufactured tobacco or snuff per year, 
while there were 243 independent 
plants of the same class. In 1906, on 
the other hand, the combination had 
forty-five plants of this class, and in- 
dependent manufacturers 140. Espe- 
cially conspicuous has been the ab- 
sorption of the large plants. In 1897 
the combination had eight plants, each 
producing over’ 1,000,000 pounds of 
these products per year, while its com- 
petitors had forty-six such plants. In 
1906 the combination ha@d thirty-four 
plants of this size, and independent 
‘eoncerns only (7. 

“Despite the combination’s enormous 
expenditures .for advertising and in 
‘schemes,’ and despite frequent price- 
cutting by means of its so-called ‘fight- 
ing brands,’ there has been, in several 
branches of the industry. a constant 
tendency for competitors to gain bus- 
iness more rapidly than the combination 
l!and thug to. reduce its proportion of 
lithe output. This tendency has been 
overcome only by continued buying up 
of competitive concerns. Many weaker 
concerns have been virtually driven 
out of business or forced to sell out to 
the combination, either by reason of 
the direct campetition of the latter, or 
as an indirect result of the vigorous 
competition between the combination 
and larger independent concerns. In

er himself and that, therefore, this is 
evidence of a conspiracy. First they 
objected on the ground that the state- 
ment, if any, Was made to counsel, and 
therefore privileged. But Colonel 
Cooper's admission that Ewing was 
presnet destroyed this contention. 

Colanel Coeper swore he made no 
statement for publication—dictated 
none. The state’s gontention on this 
is, that if Colonel Cooper did not give, 
that night, all the details leading up to 
the tragedy, then the men who pre- 
pared the statement had a knowledge 
of the details because they were in a 
conspiracy.

Some of the delusions were partially 
dispelled by the facts as presented in 
the testimony when.Dr. Green Bell, 
the father of George Bell, stated, on 
cath, that he had forcibly injected hya- 
cene an@ morphine into his son’s body 
when he had delirium tremens, ‘before 
he was taken to Milledgeville, in order 
to make him sleep; by the declaration 
of the court, concurred in by the solic. 
itor gencral, it was established as a 
fact that Bell was illegally committed 
to the asylum, and by other witnesses 
the subject of telepathy wire g.ven cre- 
dence and consideration, 

All of the doctors testified that 
though he was still a subject for the 
asylum, he had been given the privi- 
leges of the convalescent ward, where 
the best and most reasonable patients 
are confined, and that other than a 
threat ‘“‘to get even with Dr. Little,” 
they had heard no threats and that Bell 
had been engaged in only one difficulty 
and that with an attendant and that 
they did not know the aggressor.

Washington, February 25.—(Speciéal.)— 
The evils of gambling in cotton, grain 
and other agricultural products as now

Cc. T. Ladson, of Atlanta, general coun- 
sel for the Farmers’ Union, was the first 
speaker. He showed how the exchanges 
interfered with the natural laws of sup- 


ply and demand, and create fictitious 


‘values that invariably operate to the 


harm of the producers. 
Worse Than Monte Carlo. 

Mr. Ladson characterized those who 
deal in cotton and grain futures aS 
vicious gamblers, freebooters and but- 
caneers, and claiming that the gambling 


in cotton is worse than that at Monte 


Carlo. 
Representative Macom, of Arkansas, 


who is the author of one of the bills 
that has been introduced, also addressed 


the committee. 


Mr. Ladson declared that the cotton 
speculators sold 38,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton, although the production was about 
12,000,000. 

Crop Sold Many Times. 

In 1908, he said, it was estimated that 
100,000,000 bales were sold on the ex- 
changes, while the actual cotton pro- 
duced was only between 12,000,000 and 
14,000,000 bales. 

H. W. Summers, of Dallas, Tex., the 
attorney for the Texas Farmers’ Union, 
also appeared before the cemmittee.

Demanding Fertilizer Tax. 

The state department of agriculture 
yesterday 
all the fertilizer inspectors in the state 
and also to fertilizer manufacturers 
who do business in Georgia, calling 
attention to the fact that large 
amounts of bulk fertilizer materials 
are being sold to farmers who do their 
own mixing, and upon which no tag 
tax is being paid. 

Under the law these bulk materials 
sold in the state are just as much sub- 
ject to tax as are the régistered brands 
of commercial fertilizers. 

The fertilizer inspectors are cautioned 
in the circulars addressed to them to 
be on the lookout for any sales of fer- 
tilizer ingredients in bulk, and to make 
prompt report of them to the depart- 
ment. 

In the circular letter addressed to the 
manufacturers they are warred that in 
future any sales of 
which are not properly marked with 
analysis and on which the tax has not 
been paid, will be séized and confis- 
cated wherever found, and that those 
violating the law will be prosecuted.

BUT CANNOT BORROW CENT 


Augusta, Ga., February 25.—(Special.) 
Augusta, through its representatives 
and the senator from the district, will 
back Up legislation that will be of 
state-wide importance at the coming 
session of the legislature.

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HOME FOR P UBLIC SCHOOLS TO BE ERECTED AT COST OF $15,000. 


An idea of what Decatur’s new public 
school building will be like when com- 
pleted can be had from the above draw- 
ing, the first that has been made. It is 
to be erected on the site of the present 
building at the corner of Broad and 
Chandler streets. The plans and speci- 
fications, as made by Architect Eugene 
C. Wachendorff, who has offices in the 
Empire building, were passed upon fa- 
vorably by the committee from the De- 
catur board of education, consisting of 
W. F. Pattillo, J. Howell Green and J. 
E. Scofield. and were adopted by the 
city council of Decatur Monday night. 
The building is to cost, exclusive of the 
furniture, $15,000. Bids from contrac- 
tors will be advertised for at an early 
date, and actual constructive work will 
begin about May |. 

The school building will be a structure 


simple, yet dignified, in design, embody- 
ing such lines in its composition as to 
express clearly its purpose. The result 
will be a harmonious combination 
which gives an attractive and striking 
character to the edifice. 

The plans call for eleven class rooms, 
with a total seating capacity of 578, 
and an auditorium extension with a 
seating capacity of 506. Five of the 
class rooms, with the auditorium ex- 
tension, will be on the first floor, and 
the remaining six class rooms will be 
on the second floor. 

Each class room is separately provided 
with ample cloak room space. Toilets 
are situated in the basement at either 
end of the building. The boik and fuel 
room are also located in the basement. 
The most modern plumbing and heating 
Isystems will be installed and every de- 
tail entering into the construction of 


the building will be executed according 
tc the most approved methods. 

Arhitect Wachendorff has made a spe- 
cialty of school house design, having 
been awarded the contract for the third 
ward school of Atlanta, which is .con- 
sidered by experts to be a model of its 
kind. It is said that the new Decatur 
school will attain the same high stand- 
ard of excellence and will be a worthy 
monument to the educational prowess 
of Decatur. .

Stubborn resistance on the part of the 
opposition to the ‘bill resulted im no de- 
cisive action being taken other than to 
vote down an amendment which pro- 
vided for the exemption of Sebastivn 
county, in which Fort Smith is located, 
from the provisions of the bill. The 
fact that the amendmetn was voted 
down was considered extremely sigmifi- 
cam, however, inasmuch as the house, 
by so doing, showed an evident inten- 
i thon to exclude no counties. 

When the day’s session had ended the 
bill had passed its second reading, while 
a substitute, providing for the submis- 
Sion of the matter to a popular vote at 
a Special election, had been read once. 
Consideration of the Gann bill will be 
resumed tomorrow. 


CAROLINA. COUNTIES 
TO DECIDE QUESTION 


Columbia, S. C., February 25.—The 
senate tonight edopted an amendment to 
the house state-wide prohibition bill, 
which provides for temporary state-wide 
prohibition, effective July !. After the 
amendment was adopted further consid- 
eration of the bill, which is on second 
reading, was postponed until tomorrow. 

The amendment adopted by the senate 
provides that all county dispensaries in 
the state shall be closed on July |, and 
that on July 15 and 21 eounties which 
operate dispensaries shall hold a special 
election and submit to the voters in the 
respective counties the question of pro- 
hibition or county dispensary. Such 
counties as vote ‘‘wet” may immediate- 
ly reopen their dispensaries, operating 
them under the law at present in force.

WAS NOT SURPRISING | 


‘But It Proved More Violent. 


Than Anticipated — Some 
Demoralizing Breaks. 


New York, February 26.—There was 
an abrupt ending today on the strong 
rally in stocks, which developed yes- 
terday. The reaction reached a vi0- 
lence in some quarters that paralleled 
the demoralized breaks of Tuesday and, 
in the stocks most affected, carried 
them to lower prices than were touched 
on the previous break. Speculative 
Opinion, in consequence, was much un- 
settled again, and great confusion was 
shown in the currents of the market. 
A reaction after a rally from a severe 
decline is ,usual and is easily explained 
from.the same satisfaction of the de- 
mand from the bears, whose necessi- 
ties to cover shorts always result in a 
Sharp rebound from a. sudden relapse 
in prices. The reaction today, how- 
ever, was somewhat early in develop- 
ing and preved more violent than was 
anticipated. The renewed check to the 
decline and the later wavering of the 
market with the decrease in the vol- 
ume of the trading, were normal symp- 
toms of the after effects of a liquidat- 
ing market. The gradual] subsidence 
into duliness and narrowing fluctuations 
whieh are looked for to follow are a 
preliminary to renewed initiative, 
whether downwards or upwards. The 
special point of weakness in todays 
market was the copper group of indus- 
trials. The vagueness and lack of con- 
firmation of many of the rwmors which 
accompanied the decline pointed to a 
professional bear origin. Shutting down 
of copper mines to limit production, a 
coming open market for copper similar 
to that inaugurated in the steel mar- 
ket, and damaging competition in a 
scramble to market stocks, were some 
of the rumors set afloat durimg the 
day. Somé were officially denied. For- 
eign markets seemed to be notably im- 
pressed by the rwmors, owing to the 
known weakness of the statistical posi- 
tion in the copper trade. Heavy seil-
